WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford will meet with his top economic 
advisers Saturday to hear “ wide-ran­ 
ging" options to fight the major slump in 
America’s economy, the White House 
said today.

everything that has been going on since 
Ford took office,” said White House 
News Secretary Ron Nessen. 
Ford’s chief economic specialists met

to 
draw 
up 
the 
proposals 
—including mandatory energy-saving 
rules — which the President wants to 
study before his State of the Union 
message to Congress next month To 
date. Ford’s economic and energy 
conservation 
program 
has 
been 
centered in a voluntary approach. 


Prosecutor wraps up case 
for Watergate cover-up 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Wrapping up 
the case against five aides of former 
President Richard M. Nixon, prosecutor 
James F. Neal today painted the 
Watergate cover-up as a conspiracy 
hatched “ in the hallowed halls of the 
White 
House ..where 
once 
strode 
giants.” 
In an emotional finale to his nearly 
four-hour summation, Neal said it was 
“ not his place” to recommend that the 
jurors turn in a guilty verdict. But he 
indicated a guilty verdict was deserved. 
He asked the nine women and three 
men on the jury simply to remember the 
evidence and White House tapes when 
the they get the case next Thursday 
following defense arguments and a two- 
day Christmas recess. 


“ Tragically, 
these 
conspiratorial 
(taped) conversations have happened in 
the hallowed halls of the White House 
where once strode such giants as 
Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, the two 
Roosevelts, Eisenhower and Kennedy,” 
he said. 


“ Can you compare the White House 
—perhaps when Jefferson was drafting 
his second inaugural or Lincoln writing 
with malice towards none, with charity 
towards all’ with the tapes you’ve heard 
in this courtroom?” 


Neal said earlier today the White 
House high command was “ hooked” in 
1972 by E. Howard Hunt’s demands for 
money and finally made payments with 
intent to hush up the scandal. 
VP Rockefeller late for work

Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller today 
showed up late for work and presided 
briefly over the Senate, disclaiming 
reports that he intends to become a 
powerhouse in the Ford administration. 
Rockefeller, who was sworn in as the 
nation’s 41st vice president 
in a 
ceremony in the Senate Thursday night, 
presided in the Senate only about a half 
hour. He then flew to his home in New 
York, planning to return to Washington 
Saturday to meet with President Ford. 
“ You can be assured right now I’m not 
going to pose a problem to anybody,” he 
told newsmen, referring to reports that 
he would take a strong hand in 
developing administration policies. “ I 
want to be as quiet and helpful and only 
do that which is appropriate and useful 
to the President and the people of this 


country.” 
Rockefeller arrived in the Senate 
several minutes after the chamber 
opened its doors at 9 a.m. EST, 
apparently a victim of heavy capitoi 
traffic. Presiding in the Senate is the 
vice president’s only constitutionally 
mandated task. 
Carrying a black leather copy of the 
Senate rules, the former New York 
governor was greeted by GOP leaders 
Hugh 
Scott 
and 
Robert 
Griffin. 
Assistant Democratic leader Robert 
Byrd went through the formalities of 
opening the Senate and Rockefeller then 
took over from Thomas McIntyre, D- 
N.H., who was presiding in his absence 
He listened to Scott complain that 
Congress has been passing too many 
laws and should take time to review 
what it has done before embarking on

“ At last were playing with a full 
deck,” Scott said, referring to the four 
months during which the nation was 
without a vice president. 
There were indications during the 
swearing-in ceremony Thursday night 
that Rockefeller would be the most 
active vice president in history. He 
pledged to help President Ford deal with 
the country’s worsening economy.

Union's counteroffer 
'totally unacceptable'

A spokesman for Johns-Manville Products Co. today said the contract dispute that 
led to the company locking out chemical union workers could last “ for months to 
come” following a deadlocked session yesterday. 
Top J-M negotiators and the union's seven-member negotiating committee shook 
their heads solemnly yesterday as they ended a negotiating session in the J-M Gub 
on Chestnut Avenue Federal mediator Frank Allen, who had been called here from 
Los Angeles to preside, said the meeting failed to produce any significant 
compromise by either of the two sides He said he would call another meeting again 
when either side indicated it had some change to announce, but in any event a 
meeting was not possible until after the first of the year 
Today, J-M chief negotiator Paul 
Bumum issued a gloomy forecast: “ The 
union counter proposal of Dec. 19 was 
wholly unacceptable and offers no basis 
for any possible settlement for months 
to come ” 
Little was known today of the union's 
counter 
proposal 
except 
that 
it 
embraced a three-year contract instead 
of the old insistence on a maximum two- 
year pact There was also an indication 
that 
the 
union's 
proposal 
was 
a 
stretched out version of their demands 
which had been set forth in the shorter 
contract period 
Bargaining sessions have been going 
on since last August Union workers 
rejected the company’s “ final” salary 
ami fringe benefit package, only hours 
before the expiration of the old contract 
on Oct. 24, but continued to work until J- 
M locked them out on Dec. 9 


Basically the union has maintained 
that company figures on the real amount 
of the increase being offered by J-M 
were inflated. 


In its press release this morning J-M 
said: “ In the company final offer of 
Dec. 10 the company agreed to continue 
unlimited cost of living adjustments... 
based on statistics published by the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics (Consumer 
Price Index).” 
A 14-cent an hour cost of living 
adjustment was due on Nov. 1, but was 
held 
in abeyance because of the 
embattled contract dispute. 
The release continued. “ If the labor 
agreement had been ratified prior to 
Nov. 1 the cost of living adjustment 
...would have been 14 cents an hour. Cost 
of living increases adjusted quarterly at 
about 14 cents per quarter would amount 
to about 56 cents per year wage increase 
for each year of the agreement. Hence 
the union's estimate of the value of the 
company 
offer 
is 
com pletely 
misleading.” 
The J-M statement continued: 
“ The general increase of 30 cents in 
wages over a three year period coupled 
with the Cost of Living Adjustments 
create additional earnings in incentive 
earnings, vacation pay, holiday pay, 
overtime premiums, etc. 
“ The Company has agreed to an 
improvement 
in 
Major 
Medical 
coverage from a $15,000 maximum to a 
$25,000 maximum. 


“ The Company has acceded to a 
change in Dental Coverage for the 
employes and family as proposed by 
the Union 
“ A question has arisen concerning 
rates of pay for J-M Lompoc employes 
For the period September 1, 1974 
through September 29.1974, the average 
straight time rate for hours worked was 
$6 58 per hour This was the highest rate 
paid of the 50 odd locations in Johns- 
Manville Just by looking at rates quoted 
in the paper of the coal, auto and 
aircraft industry, it is readily apparent 
that wages paid Lompoc employes are 
in the forefront not only in Santa 
Barbara County, but throughout the 
United States in industrial plants ” 
Paul Bumum. director of employe 
relations for J-M supplied a list of 
salaries he said had been selected at 
random and which in his view showed 
that 
figures used to 
support the 
company position were not inflated. 
“ Gross earnings for one worker m 
1973 were $13,777 on an average hourly 
rate of $6 33; and for that worker 
through Dec. 8 of this year $13,696 on an 
average hourly rate of $6 91. 
“ Gross earnings in 1973 for another 
worker were $10,760 on an average 
hourly rate of $6.12; and for that worker 
through Dec 8, of this year, $10,743 on 
an average hourly rate of $6.60. 
“ Gross earnings in 1973 for still 
another worker were $17,792 on an 
average hourly rate of $8.13 and for that 
same worker through Dec 8 of this 
year, $22,196 on an average hourly rate 
of $9 99 
“The situation here in Lompoc is 
unfortunate. A realistic view of the 
rates paid, the cost of living protection, 
the insurance improvements, and the 
retirement 
improvement, 
certainly 
points out that the Company offer is an 
excellent 
proposal 
and 
merits 
acceptance by the Union employes 
“ We regret any adverse effect this 
dispute has had on the community, but 
after 
long 
months of 
good 
faith 
bargaining by the Company, there 
comes a time when decisions must be 
made based on the economic facts of 
life.” 
It was too late this morning to include 
a reply by the union, but Tom Mcall, 
union president, told the Record he was 
ready to make a statement. 


93rd Congress slated 
for adjournment today 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 93rd 
Congress adjourns today but first plans 
to give President Ford the long-delayed 
trade legislation he wants. 
Stymied in their efforts to adjourn 
Thursday night, congressional leaders 
looked toward a mid-afternoon finish. 
Three pieces of legislation were on the 
docket for action before adjournment: 
—The trade bill which offers Russia 
favored 
nation 
trading 
status, 
conditioned 
on 
a 
Soviet 
policy 
permitting freer emigration of Jews 
and other minorities. 
—A minor tax bill doubling the amount 
taxpayers may deduct for political 
contributions and increasing from 6 to 9 
per cent the penalty on delinquent 
taxpayers. 
—A measure designed to induce states 
to prosecute fathers who refuse to 
support their children and to deny 
welfare to mothers who refuse to help 
locate or identify the fathers of their 
children. 
In addition, the House has tentatively 
scheduled action on a series of Senate- 
passed bills which provide for speedier 
trials in federal courts, extend anti- 
poverty 
programs until 
1977, 
give 
subsidies to shipbuilders, and preserve 
wild and scenic rivers. 


The 93rd Congress adjourns after two 
years without ever having come to grips 
with 
two of 
the nation’s critical 
problems —the economy and energy. 
Although it opened with three major 
goals —trade legislation, national health 
insurance, and tax reform —only the 
trade bill is gaining final approval 
Congress, during its session, did 
approve legislation designed to make 
the United States self-sufficient in 


energy but it did not pass measures 
giving President Ford stand-by au­ 
thority 
for 
gasoline 
rationing, 
mandatory conservation, or taxes on oil 
industry windfall profits. 
The 
only 
significant 
economic 
legislation passed created a program of 
public service jobs for the unemployed 
Congress Thursday rushed through 
and sent to the White House measures 
including 
—A $4.8 emergency supplemental 
appropriations bill, most of which will 
go to create public service jobs and give 
unemployment benefits to about 12 
million persons not now covered. The 
bill 
also 
carried 
$812 
million 
in 
educational 
benefits 
for 
disabled 
veterans. 
—A 
resolution 
providing 
funding 
through Feb 
28 for agencies and 
programs which did not receive regular 
appropriations. The biggest portion goes 
for foreign aid. 
— Legislation 
which 
extends 
unemployment 
compensation for 13 
more weeks to jobless who have 
exhausted all their benefits. 


—A bill raising from $20 billion to $25 
billion the amount the export-import 
bank may commit to foreign firms pur­ 
chasing 
American 
products.

Demos may 
rescind 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A new 
Democrat-controlled 
state 
Lands 
Commission next month is expected to 
try to rescind the retiring commission's 
approval of construction of a new oil 
pipeline in the Santa Barbara Channel, 
Construction of the pipeline and 
drilling of 17 new wells in the channel 
were approved Thursday by lameduck 
Republican commissioners at their last 
meeting 
before 
newly 
elected 
Democrats take over The pipeline is 
designed to accommodate expanded 
offshore oil drilling on federal tidelands. 
The pipeline action marked the first 
time the state has allowed its tidelands 
to be used for development of federal oil 
fields since the disastrous 1969 federal 
blowout befouled the scenic channel and 
Southern California beaches. 
The Democrats, who oppose any new 
offshore oil development at this time, 
are expected to attempt to block the 
pipeline and drilling of new wells at 
their first meeting Jan 13. 
A five-year moratorium on such 
drilling on state tidelands ended last 
month when the commission approved 
69 similar wells. 
One 
of 
the 
Democrats, 
state 
Controller-elect 
Kenneth 
Cory, 
immediately sought a court order 
Thursday 
to 
tem porarily 
halt 
construction of the 5.3-mile Exxon 
pipeline, which would transport oil from 
a federal offshore lease to onshore 
processing facilities 
He was turned 
down by a judge. 
Cory said the actions by the outgoing 
Republicans would remove “ the arrow” 
from 
the Democrats’ 
“ quiver” 
in 
dealing with oil companies in the future. 
Besides Cory, the new commission 
next month will be comprised of Lt. 
Gov -elect Mervyn Dymally and the new 
finance director to be named by Gov - 
elect Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Voting for the pipeline project were 
State Controller Houston I. Flournoy 
and Lt. Gov. John Harmer, unsuccessful 
nominees for governor and lieutenant 
governor 
The two were joined by Verne Orr, 
finance director under retiring Gov 
Ronald Reagan, in approving the new 
drilling on the existing platform Holly. 
Both actions were denounced by 
environmentalists and Santa Barbara 
officials. 
Flournoy 
acknowledged 
the 
Republicans were “ on the horns of a 
dilemma” but had tried to reconcile 
competing demands to protect the 
environment and provide new California 
oil production 
Flournoy said the new $7 million 
Exxon pipeline would be the cleanest 
method to transport crude oil from 
offshore platforms to the California 
coast.

Paychecks cut again as price 
index increases for November 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fueled by 
increasing sugar and food prices, the 
Consumer Price Index rose 0.9 per cent 
in November and cut the average 
American’s weekly paycheck to its 
lowest adjusted level since 1967, the 
government said today. 
The index hit 154.3 last month, the 
Labor 
Department 
said 
in 
telling 
Christmas gift and grocery shoppers 
what they already knew —that prices 
are still going up in a darkening U.S. 
economy. 
The CPI has now risen 12.1 per cent in 
a year and pushed the cost of $10 in 1967 


American goods to $15.43 last month 
The Labor Department reported the 
average non-farm weekly paycheck in 
November was $157.47. 
But the rising price index combined 
with high interest rates made that check 
worth only $102 05 in purchasing power 
based on 1967 dollars — the lowest point 
since 1967 
Food prices in November increased 
1.1 per cent over October and at an 
average adjusted annual rate of 19.9 per 
cent. 
Sugar and sugar-sweetened products, 
homes, clothing, household supplies and 


a number of other items were the big 
culprits in the rising price index Food 
prices, which usually tail off slightly in 
November, went up last month. 
The combination of the higher prices, 
smaller number of hours worked and 
only a slight increase in average hourly 
earnings resulted in a 1.8 per cent 
decline in real gross average weekly 
earnings from October. 


Over the year, real average weekly 
earnings have dropped 5.6 per cent, 
reaching their lowest level since 1967. In 
current dollars, the gross average 
weekly earnings on non-farm payrolls in 
the private sector were $157 47.

awaiting an auto sales upturn 
so they can return to their jobs 
Bannon, who met with Ford 
officials before the announce 
ment Thursday, said he was 
shocked when he saw 
the 
numbers of workers who will 
be idled. 
"We are no longer in a 
recession in the automobile 
industry,” Bannon said. " It ’s a 
depression for the workers and 
it’s not going to get much 
better.” 
The cutbacks will put one of 
every three U S auto workers 
out of work for periods varying

executives say many won’t 
return until the start of the 
1976-model production in late 
summer.

Union to $300 million, which the

grossly discriminatory.” 
—Set up an East-West Trade 
Board to avert disruptive deals 
like the grain sale to the Soviet 
Union. 
—Reject the State Depart­ 
ment’s 
settlement 
of 
U.S. 
claims against Czechoslovakia 
—totaling $102 million —for $20 
million, and require a better 
deal as part of any United 
States-Czech trade agreement. 
—Authorize the President to 
deny credits to Communist 
countries who fail to assist the 
United States in seeking out 
unretumed prisoners of war in 
Indochina.

Spruill calls it a career 


Looking back on 24 years 


“Some of 
the 
complaints that people made 
pertaining to prejudice really bothered me in spite of 
the fact I probably didn't show it much. It bothered 
me a lot, especially when I had been so fair with so 
many of those people who were screaming prejudice. 
I don’t think there’s any doubt about how fair I had 
been, even with the ones who screamed the loudest.. 
We’ve never had any problems with the kids. The 
problems come from the parents." 
Of a less personal nature was the criticism of 
Spruill's football philosophy, which is basically 
conservative. “Throw when you have to and run like 
hell all the time," he has said, and that's what his 
teams have done. 


“There’s always people who can coach for you, who 
can do a better job than you could... I’ve kind of taken 
the attitude that if they come to games and pay their 
money, that’s their release, as long as they’re not 
saying anything personally degrading to me." 
“The town supports us. We have the best crowds of 
anyone in this part of the country. In our first CIF 
game (this year) we more than doubled the crowd at 
Santa Maria." 
Even some of the hardier Braves fans, however, 
grew restless when Lompoc lost four straight football 
games to the new school. Cabrillo. 
“I think we’ve probably received a lot of criticism 
from the community for not doing a good job against 
Cabrillo. But they’ve always had outstanding football 
teams. What year were they weak?... I don’t know 
that that (criticism) hurt me. It probably made me 
stronger, a better coach. I worked harder to beat 
them." 
And he finally did, in 1970. 
“ I don’t think I’ve ever had anything happen to me 
that was any sweeter than that 41-21," says Spruill 
four years later. 
What will he miss the most? 
“ I imagine I'll m iss... being with the kids. It’s going 
to be a hard adjustment for me. I’ve been doing this a 
long time. I think I’ve had a good rapport with the 
kids. I think they believed in us (the coaches)." 
What he won’t miss will be the ridiculously long 
hours. When you coach football the way Spruill did, 
“you don’t ever get awav from it. It’s a kind of ’round 
the clock thing . You waxe up in the morning with it and

After 24 years on the job, most guys are lucky to get 
their name stamped on the back of a gold watch 
before being hustled out to pasture. 
Jim Spruill did a little better He got his name 
affixed to the side of 38 football helmets, and no push 
out the door. 
When Spruill told his football team, near the end of 
the season, that he would soon be voluntarily retiring, 
they dedicated the rest of the season to him. 
They applied large "Spruill" decals to their 
helmets, then went out and battled their way to the 
CIF semi-finals 
It was a nice way, Spruill admits, to end a decade of 
coaching at Lompoc High and nearly a quarter 
century of coaching all told. 
He’s packing away his whistle and his three league 
championships and 62-34-3 record at Lompoc and 
retiring to devote his full time to the duties of Lompoc 
High athletic director. (The selection process for a 
new coach has not yet been started.) 
“ I think the time to get out of coaching football is 
when you’re doing well and when you still feel good,” 
said Spruill recently, digging into a sack of sunflower 
seeds, to which he is addicted. 
“I’ve seen so many guys who have coached too long. 
You lose your edge a little bit. A program needs 
freshness, new life, the kids need that enthusiasm. 
Sometimes when you feel you don’t have the 
enthusiasm you should at the end of the season, it’s 
probably time to let somebody else give ’er a shot. 
“Mentally and physically I’m maybe not as good a 
coach as I would be if I wasn’t getting so tired about 
haiiVay ihrough the season .. Perhaps when I don’t 
feel 
that good, 
somebody’s trying to tell me 
something." 
A lot of people will be sorry to see Spruill step down. 
Some will not be sorry at all. 
"The longer you stay in one place the more people 
you get in support of you and the more you get that 
don’t support you, that have some special hang up 
about you. A lot of people who dislike you don't even 
know you. But that hasn’t been a big thing." 
The criticism — real and imagined — from parents, 
downtown quarterbacks and the media, has not all 
rolled off Spruill’s ample back. Last year, for 
instance, he was openly accused of racial prejudice 
against some black team members. 
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Spruill's winding

you go to bed with it at night and you think about it 
during the night, then you start again in the morning ” 
There are no weekends off, no off season There 
probably never has been an off-season for Spruill. For 
a guy who went to college on a basketball scholarship, 
he has seen a lot of football. 
After high school in Texas and a stint in the service, 
Jim went to Rice University, where he quickly found 
himself better suited to football than basketball He 
lettered as a junior and the Owls went to the Orange 
Bowl against Tennessee As a senior he started on 
offense and defense. 
"I wasn’t a super college player by any means,’ 
says Spruill. But he was signed by Baltimore of the 
old All-American Conference For the next two 
seasons he started every game at offensive tackle and 
also played some defense. 
Before his third season, Jim re-injured a knee and 
was unceremoniously cut from the team and given 
“ 30 cents or so to catch a bus back to town 
A little bitter, Spruill spent the next year working 
for a Houston tool company before getting the football 
bug He made a couple of phone calls and landed a job 
as a line coach at a high school in Silsbee, Texas 
After a year he quit and moved to Sam Houston 
State Teachers College. With Spruill tutoring the 
linemen, Sam Houston went to bowl games two years 
running - the Shrimp Bowl and the Refrigerator 
Bowl. 
But he disliked the travel demands and finally found 
a head coaching job at a high school near Houston. He 
stayed five years before moving to Durango, Colorado 
for four years and then to Tucson, Arizona for two. 
Then he heard about Lompoc, drove here to check it 
out, and wound up with the job 
Spruill is proud of his career

The bomb, attached to some 
pipes, 
went off while six 
policemen searched the 15th 
floor of the 36-story building. 
Investigators said the bomb 
target appeared to be the 
General Motors Corp. overseas 
division, which rents space on 
the 19th floor. 
The New World Liberation 
Front is a terrorist group which 
has claimed to have planted 
other explosives in the Bay 
Area, including an 18-inch pipe 
bomb that failed to go off last 
August in a Burlingame buil­ 
ding. The building houses an 
office of the General Motors 
Corp. holding division. 
In a communique to Berkeley 
radio station KPFA, the Front 
took credit for an explosion 
Sept. 3 which shook the Dean 
Witter and Co. building and 
several highrise structures in 
the Golden Gateway Center. 
Similar bombings took place 
in September at a Palo Alto 
brokerage office, a San Lean­ 
dro, Calif., warehouse owned 
by

Two killed;

Two 
others were also stabbed 
Both dead men and all the 
stabbing victims were blacks.

The United Nations has done another 
harebrained thing, voting by a huge 
majority for one of those dreamy 
economic resolutions, the brainchild of 
the President of Meiico, calling on all 
the nations of the world to do everything 
in their power to make economic 
matters worse The substance of the 
prolix document is that every nation has 
the total 
right to control all the 
economic wealth within that nation, to 
expropriate without compensation if 
necessary, and to combine with other 
nations in such fashion as to regulate to 
their satisfaction the international cost 
of that commodity 
In effect, it is a declaration of war 
against two economic concepts 
the 
right to own property, and the right to

We have got used to being voted down 
in the UN by huge majorities Actually,

there is a considerable difference in the 
frequency with which the United States 
and its resolutions are rejected Last 
year, 1 undertook to do some research, 
the laborious fruits of which I now pass 
along, for those curious to know how in 
fact the nations of the world tend to 
behave in the UN when asked to vote on 
a matter in which the United States had 
a position most people would consider 
highly reasonable 
It is a breakdown 
based on an examination of votes on 14 
resolutions that divided the General 
Assembly. 
The 
resolutions 
were 
selected 
as 
a 
cross-example, 
and 
touched on such issues as 
terrorism, 
colonialism, 
the 
Mideast, 
nuclear 
proliferation, and the recognition of 
revolutionaries

Spuds to the rescue

Whenever a member of Congress begins 
an oration designed in whole or part to 
promote something of benefit to his 
constituency, ears all over the nation 
quite naturally close Perhaps this is 
why a recent floor speech by Democrat 
Orval Hansen has been so vigorously 
ignored Hansen, after all, is from Idaho 
and he spoke on behalf of (what else0) 
the potato industry 
But in this case, 
perhaps, the political 
flackery is justifiable 
and deserving of an 
attentive 
audience 
For what's good for 
the potato people, in 
Hansen's view, may 
be good for people 
around 
the 
world. 
Hansen is convinced 
that the 
short-term 
answer to the 
worst effects of global hunger is the 
potato, his thesis is so simple and 
obvious that he just may be right. 
“American potato growers had a good 
year this year,” he says, “the crop is 12 
per cent higher than 1973.” Thus, unlike 
the wheat, com or soybean industry, 
we could easily make our surplus 
potato 
production 
available 
as 
emergency food aid without creating 
supply and price problems for the 
American consumer Americans want to 
help, but they want to help in a way that 
will not be injurious to their own 
interests The dehydrated potato is an 
ideal solution.” 
Right now, adds Hansen, even as an 
estimated 10,000 of the world’s people 
die daily from starvation or the effects 
of malnutrition, the potato industry is 
readying some of its surplus for use in 
cattle feedlots The Hansen idea is to 
ready it instead for despairing human 
beings in Africa and South Asia. 
In the case of potato granules alone, 
he says, “the nation’s five production 
plants could produce 50-million pounds 
above normal domestic requirements, if 
they were pressed into peak production. 
This would mean some 1.5 billion 
servings for famine victims, or enough 
to feed a million of the most seriously 


deprived for at least a few months 
And fed they would be. according to 
Hansen and other potato proponents 
Despite the occasional image of the spud 
as little else than a blah conglomerate of 
starch 
and 
calories, 
the 
industry 
evidence is otherwise Robert Mercer of 
the National Potato Promotion Board, a 
quasigovernmental 
agency 
that 
is 
presently deep into an information 
campaign designed to “put the potato in 
a correct perspective,” the tuber is a 
dandy food, in fact one of nature’s most 
complete 
It has more iron than spinach, nearly 
as much protein as milk; and since even 
its skin can be eaten (“put a little butter 
on it roasted” ) it is ideal from the 
standpoint of efficiency. 
It 
doesn’t, admittedly, have the 
romance of grain or the universality of 
soybeans 
Actually, to the past few 
centuries, it was in places such as 
Europe was not chewed but eschewed; 
Europeans thought of it vaguely as an 
aphrodisiac (because of its bisexual 
reproductive qualities) but not as a food 
staple. Even now the spud is only an 
occasional dish in many areas of the 
world; Americans and other Western 
nations consume plenty, often in the 
form of chips or fries, but greater 
numbers of people prefer rice on their 
plates. 


No 
matter

acceptability, however As Hansen says. 
“If it’s the only thing between them and 
starvation, if they’re used to digging up 
roots to survive, the potato would be 
welcomed anywhere.” No doubt. Even 
in the United States, families that a few 
years ago avoided the tuber as a 
fattening expendable, now eat greater 
portions because it is a reasonable 
alternative, in this case to high prices 
not hunger, the price per serving of 
spuds being only about four cents 
There you have it then, says Hansen. 
The potato, relatively cheap, easily 
grown, in plentiful supply and also, in 
one-gallon tins, convenient to transport. 
It’s not a very lovely thing, but it could 
conceivably save the lives of millions — 
that is, if the ears of the nation and the 
hearts as well would open.

Blowing balloons may save newborn child 


To simulate a frightened mother s heavy breathing, more 
oxygen is pumped into the container. Rankin said this lowers the 
carbon dioxide pressure in the blood and it becomes more acidic. 
Once the blood is less acidic, oxygen carried by the hemoglobin 
or red blood cells is bound much tighter and the tightly bound 
oxygen cannot pass through the placenta to the fetus The 
condition is known as alkalosis. 
When it occurs, Rankin said, doctors should give the balloon to 
the mother. By having the woman breathe into a balloon or air 
bag, and rebreathe what was exhaled, doctors could restore a 
normal breathing pattern 
"You’ve got to slow them down some,” Rankin said. "It’s very 
simple.” 
He said many people have experienced alkalosis. 
"When a boy is trying to swim the length of a pool underwater, 
he’ll hyperventilate before going m. He’ll feel things tingling in his 
fingers. That’s alkalinity.” 
Rankin said data from German delivery wards showed almost 
half the cases become slightly alkaline He said data measuring 
damage wasn’t available, but added the damage usually was not 
severe. 
"The sort of thing we re really talking about is often just an 
ascidious little thing,” he said. "Every now and then somebody 
may lose more brain cells than they should ”

MADISON, Wis. (UPI) — A University of Wisconsin researcher 
believes fewer infants might suffer brain damage during birth if 
their mothers are given balloons or bag-like devices to blow up 
during delivery. 
Doctors have known for almost a decade that heavy breathing 
by a frightened mother in labor can cause brain damage to babies 
but they don’t know exactly why. 
Dr. John Rankin says he believes he can explain the problem 
and suggests doctors include among their instruments a simple 
rubber balloon. He says it would restore a mother’s normal 
breathing pattern. 
Rankin and assistant Terry Phernetton have built a model 
which Rankin said shows that heavy breathing changes the acid 
content of a mother's blood and prevents the flow of oxygen. 
Doctors have assumed infants were denied oxygen because of 
constriction or a snapping shut of blood vessels once the placenta 
or umbilical cord come under pressure. They have criticized 
natural child birth methods for causing part of the problem of 
heavy breathing, or hyperventilation. 
Rankin, 37, an Australian-bom physiologist, said his model 
consists of two masses of fine rubber capillaries and tubing that 
resemble the placenta and the lungs of the mother and child. All 
this is contained in a large glass container. 
Air is pumped into the container and blood into the tubing and 
capillaries to simulate normal operation of the lungs, according to 
Rankin.

Fog helps working with telescope 


"Do you have to ask so many questions? I stayed home from 
school to miss a history test!" 


MT PALOMAR, Calif. (U P I) - Low dense fog may be a hazard 
to most, but it is a blessing to those who work with the nation's 
largest telescope 
The major enemy of astronomers today is population growth 
and the resulting increasing light from the cities. 
“A good dense natural fog layer cuts out the glare from cities 
almost entirely,” said Dr Horace Babcock, director of California 
institute of Technology’s Palomar and Wilson Observatories “It 
puts us back to having natural dark conditions.” 
Plans were made in the early 1930s to install the 200-inch Hale 
telescope at the observatory near the summit of Palomar 
Mountain in north San Diego County rather than at Mt Wilson in 
Los Angeles because the area was freer of dirt and light pollution 
World War II interupted construction of the telescope and it was 
not finished until the late 1940s During the past 25 years, the area 
has been one of the most rapid-growing in the country 
"Los Angeles and San Diego both continue to be the biggest 
threat to Palomar,” Babcock said, “but we are concerned about 
closer, fas-growing communities such as Escondido, Sun City and 
Rancho California .” 
The glare from Los Angeles affects observations up to 45 
degrees in the north, while that from San Diego affects the 
southern horizon to about 35 degrees Therefore, the best low-level 
observation is done in the eastern horizon, 
“Twenty per cent or more of the light comes from the cities,” 
said Dr. J.B Oke, associate director at Palomar. “The rest is 
from natural night sky light.” 
Major astronomy work is moving more and more to areas of 
little light such as Arizona and New Mexico. In at least one case, a 
city has come to their aid, and Babcock said they plan to approach 
communities within 23 miles of Palomar to ask them to eliminate 
unnecessary outside lighting or at least restrict new lighting 
“We hope that new street lights will be hooded or filtered, he 
said. “The city of Tucson. Ariz did this to help the observatory in 
that area.”

HONOLULU (U P II - The discovery of an 
exinct bird on a Hawaiian island has raised the 
eyebrows of zoologists with the possibility that 
an untold chapter of natural history lies waiting 
to be read in lava tubes. 
The Hawaiian islands resulted from massive 
volcanic eruptions, and in some areas cave-like 
formations developed as the smoldering lava 
hardened Scientists today frequently explore 
the tubes for remnants of bones and insects. And 
one of the latest finds has astonished authorities 
on birds. 
Two associates in entomology at the Bishop 
Museum here were on the island of Maui and 
came across a bone laden lava tube 
As 
entomologists, they were primarily interested 
in insects and brought the bones to Dr. Alan 
Ziegler, the museum’s vertebrate zoologist. 
Ziegler was intrigued and more bones were 
gathered, turning up an incredible find — the 
bones of an ibis, an extinct, medium-sized bird 
of the tropics with long legs The ibis is a 


species that was never known to have lived in 
Hawaii. But what amazed Ziegler was that the 
ibis found in the lava tube was not capable of 
flight 
The discovery in the forest on the eastern side 
of the tiny island marks the first time that 
flightlessness has been attributed to any species 
of ibis anywhere in the world. Ziegler said. It 
was such a spectacular find he decided to send 
the specimens to the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington for confirmation 
Alexander Wetmore, one of the world’s 
renowned specialists of avian fossils, informed 
Ziegler, "While some members of the ibis 
family have not been particularly strong on the 
wing, so far as I recall this is the very first one 
to join the specialized flightless group of species 
of birds —truly a marvelous find ” 
Ziegler 
said 
although 
the 
ibis, 
which 
possessed religious significance for ancient 
Egyptians, dates back hundreds of thousands of 
years, the bones of the flightless ibis on Maui 


"appear to be no more than a couple hundred 
years old.” 
The theory is, Ziegler explained, that groups 
of flighted this somehow went off course and 
arrived in Hawaii. Because there were no 
mammal predators on the island, Ziegler said 
the ibis could have evolved into flightlessness 
through generations of breeding in a process of 
adaptation to the environment. 
"B y developing other muscles instead of the 
wings, the bird could concentrate on finding 
food.” 
Ziegler said the ceiling of lava tube in which 
the ibis was found probably collapsed in some 
spots, creating openings. He said the flightless 
birds apparently fell in and couldn’t find a way 
out. 
The Bishop Museum scientists believe the 
tubes with skylight openings may be logical 
repositories for other, undiscovered flightless 
species, and that the lava tubes may be treasure 
troves of remains

DALLAS (U P I) - The big 
bus, crammed with 140 to 150 
people, 
eased 
toward 
the 
intersection in the curb lane, 
the only one open in the evening 
downtown rush hour 


The bus is 54 feet long and 
when it starts to turn the 
corner, 
everybody 
aboard 
knows it’s not going to make it. 
The nervous glance at the 
sidewalk and the light pole. 


But then it bends in the 
middle like a snake, slides 
around the comer and goes its 
way, picking up and depositing 
passengers, 
doing its little 
thing

statistical 1.4 average persons 
per car in downtown Dallas 
during the rush hour 


"There’s no question some 
advancement in mass transit 
must be made if we’re going to 
keep pace,” said Jerry John­ 
son, spokesman for the Dallas 
Transit System 


"There are too many cars, 
too much pollution, too much 
traffic congestion. 


"We can’t just keep building 
more freeways. That’s not the 
answer. As soon as one is built, 
it’s congested the day it opens. 
Freeways just encourage more 
people to buy more cars. 


"It is just a matter of time 
before some very innovative 
ideas 
in mass transit are 
implemented. The studies are 
made 
and 
the 
cities 
are 
com m itted. 
Money 
and 
time...” 
The bus, called the MANA for 
its German manufacturer, Ma- 
shinefabrik 
Augsburg-Nuern- 
berg Articulated (bending) bus, 
is one of the possible answers 
Dallas Transit is studying as a 
solution 
to 
the 
downtown 
traffic glut. 
The bus toured the country 


for three months, stopping in 
Dallas for inspection, study and 
to haul 
a few customers. 
Johnson said the city had not 
decided whether to use the bus 


"That was the whole purpose 
in giving it a lengthy try, 
he 
said. "The decision hasn’t been 
made yet. It is actually easier 
to maneuver than our regular 
buses, despite its length. 


"Our drivers receive some 
special instruction, only about 
a half hour was all that was 
needed They like it.” 


But economics is the most 
important point, and the case 
with the MANA is cloudy. 
It holds 140 to 150 passengers 
compared with 80 or 90 in a 
regular bus, but it costs almost 
twice as much as a regular bus. 


The cost in Germany is 
885,000, and with air condition­ 
ing and other equipment the 
price rises to about $100,000, 
compared with a total tag of 
$52,000 for a regular bus. 


Johnson said city officials 
have formulated some concrete 
plans for mass transit, but 
were not ready to reveal them 
Some of the reluctance was 
based on the fact money had 
not been found to fund them 
"This 
bus

Cornea transplants give new life 


to ex-waitress blind for years 


JENISON, Miss. (UPI) — Mrs Joyce Van Tubergen quit her job 
as a waitress 23 years ago but wouldn’t tell her bosses why she 
took off her apron 
The reason was that she couldn’t read the prices on the menu 
Mrs. Van Tubergen was going blind Now 42. she is driving her 
own car. because of what she calls a “miracle 
— transplants of 
the corneas of both eyes. 
Two painful operations replaced damaged corneas and a 13-year 
healing process has restored her vision A mother of three, she 
passed her driving tests and received her license a month ago 
The local doctor who treated her recommended she seek help 
from the University of Michigan hospital as her blindness became 
more pronounced 
“ I never heard of transplants before ” she said “ It was just an 
unbelievable feeling to think that there was just a dim chance to 
function again as a normal person. All I could think of was 
independence, and how it would feel to be free.” 
Her right cornea was replaced 13 years ago. the left five years 
later. But it wasn’t until a little more than a month ago that her 
vision reached the clearness that allowed her to pass the drivers 
test 
Technically, the condition is called keratocoponus. To those 
afflicted, the meaning is gradual blindness Conical protrusions 
from the center of the cornea eventually expand and burst, 
causing the eyes to lose fluid and sight 
“ I started to feel guilty about having kids.” she said. “ I had to 
think if I could take the responsibility of having children I might 
not ever see ”

NEW YORK (U P I) — An angry New Yorker jumped on the hood 
of his car as it was being attached to a tow truck 
After a cop ordered him off. he ran to the front of the truck and 
stood in the way. Finally, he climbed in frustration into his auto 
and was towed along with it into a city parking lot. 
^ 
“People do some strange things when it comes to their cars, 
says Capt. Dominick Morro of the New York City Police 
Department’s Parking Enforcement Squad 
Every day, hundreds of illegally parked cars are hauled to a 
sprawling yard in front of Hudson River Pier 97. Owners must pav 
a |50 towing charge plus a $5-a-day parking fee to get them back. 
Morro, who oversees the towaway program, was trading stories 
in his office with two assistants. 
Set Eugene Noble told about the time a fiberglass car was 
hooked up The towing truck lurched off. and the car split in hair 
Then there was the time a man in a striped suit rushed into the 
pier offices, retrieved his hearse and drove off —to a funeral. A 
body was still inside the vehicle. 
Noble also recalled the time a man jumped in his car and turned 
the ignition key. The car shot forward, off the pier, and into the 
water 
“The tow truck operators had removed some pins from the 
motor,” Noble explained. “ The man was all right, but his car 
sank ” 


Another story has it that a man who didn’t want to pay $300 to 
get his beat-up but beloved model back hung around the property 
clerk’s office where unclaimed cars are auctioned off -an d 
bought it for $50 
“People devise all types of devious schemes to kidnap their 
vehicles.” said Lt. Frank Lane. “ I think more planning goes into 
how to get a car released than a crook puts in on a major bank 
job.” 


One method, he said, is “ running the gate.” 
“ They just get in their cars without paying and go crashing 
through the wooden barrier. I don’t know how many times it’s 
happened It’s so futile. We always get them.” 
But the most common approach for avoiding payment, the 
officers said, is the sob story. 
“ One fellow came hobbling in on crutches.” said Noble. “ He 
practically slobbered, telling us his problems. Finally, he lay 
down on the ground in front of a truck that was coming in. Then he 
got up, paid his 50 bucks, and walked to his car — without the 
crutches.” 
Some of the "clients” come to the pier in a fighting mood, Noble 
said But he takes their hostility calmly.

SAN MARCOS, Calif (UPI) - The computer has crept into the 
henhouse. 
Improved nutrition, increased egg production and cost cutting 
are among reasons for putting the stamp of electronics on eggs. 
Two computers are in use at Prohoroff Poultry Farm , which 
produces an average of one million marketable eggs a day on its 
600-acre farm near this north San Diego County community 
An IBM 1130 system helps work out recipes in the blend of 
feeds given to the farm ’s 1.2 million hens. An IBM System-7 
controls the feed mixing operation, making reality out of the 
1130’s prescriptions. 
“ The nutritional value of eggs is a direct result of the hens 
diet—the quality of feed blends they receive,” according to John 
Prohoroff Jr., general manager 
He said the best diet for each flock of 70,000 hens vanes 
constantly. As weather changes and the hens grow, their dietary 
needs change, and any drop in production means feed blends must 
be bolstered quickly. 
Prices of various feeds also affect the blends. 


The 1130 system takes the ups and downs of commodity prices 
into account] Prohoroff said If the price of an ingredient such as 
soybeans or com jumps, the computer may select a cheaper grain 
of sim ilar dietary quality. 
The 1130 formulas are based on ingredients from four 
categories—cereal grains like com and millet; high-protein foods, 
soybeans 
and 
meat 
byproducts; 
minerals, 
calcium 
and 
phosphorous, and concentrated vitamin supplements 
The farm ’s computer-controlled mill mixes more than 1,000 tons 
of feed each week, and formulas are recalculated as often as six 
times a week for each flock. 
To insure that actual blends correspond to amounts specified in 
the formulas, conveyor belt “ load cells” weigh the ingredients as 
they move toward mixing chutes. 
The System-7 compares real weights with target weights in the 
formulas and controls mill chute doors to regulate feed flow 
“ Altering feed mixes for more than a million hens daily would 
have been impossible without computer assistance,” Prohoroff 
said.

Engineers suggest 
going underground 
to assist problems 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Instead of building up, two engineers 
suggest Americans give more thought to going underground to 
save energy. 
“Neanderthal man lived in caves, not because he was too stupid 
or too lazy to build a shelter, but for far subtler reasons that only 
now, as man reaches out beyond the moon, are beginning to dawn 
on us," said Thomas P Bligh and Richard Hamburger. 
“A subsurface home is defended easily and can be kept at a 
pleasant temperature with little expenditure of energy.* 
Bligh and Hamburger said in a National Research Council 
report that substantial amounts of energy can be saved by 
underground structures because the temperature beneath the 
earth’s surface varies only slightly from the yearly average. Less 
heating is required in the winter and less cooling in the summer. 
In addition, underground buildings avoid direct sunlight which 
contributes heavily to air conditioning needs in the summer. 
Overall, the two engineers said energy consumption costs 
underground are typically one tenth those of above ground 
structures They noted that one fifth of all the energy used in the 
United States goes for heating and cooling 
Now, Bligh and Hamburger are not suggesting that our homes 
be buried beneath the earth’s surface. But they said considerable 
energy could be saved if living quarters were placed above ground 
with bedrooms, bathrooms and other rooms located beneath the 
surface but with window enclaves providing access to the light 
and air above. 
Not only would such homes save power, but the report said a 
well landscaped residential area with only one third of the volume 
of houses visible would be less cluttered and most attractive. 
A 10-year evaluation of an underground elementary school 
opened in Artesia, N. M., in 1962 found no adverse psychological or 
health effects on students resulting from the subsurface 
environment. 
But perhaps the greatest saving could come from locating 
warehouses and factories underground, Bligh and Hamburger 
said. They cited the experience of an underground plant operated 
in Kansas City, Mo., by the Brunson Instrument Co. 
Not only ' was heating and cooling energy saved, but 
maintenance was cheaper because everything underground is 
protected from the wear and tear of weather Utilities are more 
easily installed, insurance is less because there is no need to 
worry about wind damage, heavy machinery does not require 
elaborate foundation support, and there is no vibration affecting 
delicate machines and instruments. 
Underground cold storage facilities also save costs. Bligh and 
Hamburger said cooling plants can be shut down for many days 
for maintenance and repairs or because of power failures without 
adverse effects to frozen goods. 
Bligh is a civil engineering research associate at the University 
of Minnesota and Hamburger is a technical assistant for the 
Atomic Energy Commission's Division’s Division of Applied 
Technology.

Bellah saw the civil religion 
as it emerged in America 
having several parallels or 
analogies with Biblical religion 
-th e use of the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitu­ 
tion as sacred documents, the 
founding of the nation as the 
exodus 
event, 
and. 
in 
presidents like Lincoln and 
Kennedy, a tradition of saintly 
martyrs. 
Critics who dislike the idea of 
a civil religion usually make 
two kinds of arguments against 
it —that it bowdlerizes Biblical 
religion and that it results in 
national 
self-worship, 
the 
transcendence of the nation­ 
state over all else 
In his reassessment of the 
civil religion concept, Bellah 
continues to argue for its 
usefulness for the nation. 
At the same time, however, 
he acknowledges that the late 
1960s and early 1970s had a 
major impact on the national 
self-understanding and the civil 
religion. 
“ A profound undermining of 
authority, of respect for our 
inherited values and beliefs, 
has taken place that will not be 
easily reversed, even though 
what has been offered instead 
is often shoddy and distas­ 
teful," Bellah notes.

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Sheriff calls his ¡ail the worst 
r 


SAN FRANCISCO <UPI) - San Francisco 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto says he is in charge of 
one of the worst jails in the nation 
This is an unusual statement for a sheriff, but 
Hongisto has been known for his unusual actions 
since becoming sheriff of San Francisco in 1971 
And not only does Hongisto talk about it, he 
has thrown the jail open to tours by judges, 
newsmen, law enforcement people and law 
students in hopes of getting public action to 
improve conditions at the jail, the subject of 
constant funding battles. 
The fact that Hongisto admits to the facility’s 
shortcomings and works to keep the problem 
before the public, he feels, sets him apart more 
than anything else from his counterparts across 
the nation. 
" I’ve toured every major jail in the country 
and secrecy is the hallmark of all of them,” 
Hongisto said "In order to have a bad jail you 
have to have secrecy which results in the worst 
abuses ” 
"Many outsiders stay overnight in our jail,” 
the sheriff said. ‘‘We’ve found this most 
effective 
in 
breaking down 
preconceived 
notions.” 
The main jail is a six-floored, 38-year-old 
building on about 100 acres of isolated land in 
suburban San Bruno, Because of its remote 
location the jail has one of the lowest escape 
rates in the state 
"If we were in the heart of the city, the 
inmates would probably be dropping down ropes 
all night,” one jail staff member said 
There’s a constant clanging of cell doors, the 
blaring of a lone television set on each tier, 
turned as loud as possible so it can be heard by 
alt. Add to this bedlam the chatter of inmates, 


some yelling across to the man in the cell on the 
other side of the jail. 
The prisoners have little exercise Maybe 
twice a week they get to go out into the yard 
There just aren’t enough deputies to keep an eye 
on them 
The inmates eat unappealing meals while 
sitting on their cell bunk next to a seatless 
toilet A typical meal might be macaroni salad 
and chili. 
Prisoners who must stay locked up use broken 
mirrors to catch a glimpse of the television 
screen 10 yards or more from their cell 
And everywhere are iron bars, all badly in 
need of paint. 
Things used to be worse 
"When I was here I asked to be sent to San 
Quentin,” said Roger Daisley, a former inmate 
who is now a main cog in the rehabilitation 
machinery Hongisto has established 
Daisley, 40, a former college professor who 
became hooked on heroin and bounced from one 
jail to another, said the men used to have to do 
without sheets, socks or underwear and eat even 
less attractive food 
"You know, most of the guys in here aren t 
felons,” Daisley said as he walked down a tier 
hall ‘ But the experience will change a lot of 
misdemeanor inmates into hard cases ” 
Shortly before Hongisto was elected, some 
prisoners filed a suit charging the conditions in 
the 
jail 
constituted 
cruel 
and 
unusual 
punishment. 
A federal judge agreed and ordered city 
officials to do something. 
"Things really haven’t changed all that 
much,” says Daisley. "We do have sheets, 
underwear and socks and the food is a little

further study of man’s early 
beginnings in these parts. 
The oldest of the two sites 
excavated 
last 
summer is 
known as the Hamilton dig. It is 
about five miles south of 
Chehalis, Wash., the site of a 
village believed to have been 
occupied about 2,000 years ago. 
It was excavated under the 
direction of the University of 
Washington’s 
public 
ar- 
cheologist, Jerry German, who 
explained that the data gath­ 
ered at Hamilton is being 
computerized. 
"We had so much data the 
computer route was the only 
way to go,” he said. "Crews 
working from June 20 to Sept. 
15 went down 20 centimeters — 
about eight inches. Fire pits 
were abundant. We also found 
evidence that the place was 
used by fairly large numbers of 
people at the same time.”

better, but not much ” 
Daisley is in charge of a handful of 
caseworkers who try to help inmates with 
problems and get them into jobs when they are 
freed after a sentence that averages about 11 
months 
“About 80 per cent of the men who go to jail 
don’t have a job.” said Joan Mills, a 24-year-old 
University of San Francisco graduate who is 
Hongisto’s coordinator of volunteers 
The city fathers have always been tight with 
money for the jail but Hongisto and his staff 
managed to get a 160.000 federal grant to bring 
in the caseworkers, all members of VISTA who 
get $190 a month plus college credits, for the 
volunteer program 
"We now have 250 volunteers on file,” said 
Mrs Mills, as she displayed a long list of 
organizations interested citizens could join. 
One of the volunteer programs is called 
* work-out” in which a prisoner receives a 
sponsor who helps him get a job and keep it. 
"It used to be that the prisoners would be 
released and given 25 cents,” said Mrs Mills. 
“They’d have nowhere to go so they’d pool the 
money for wine " 
The work-out program, about a year old, helps 
about 25 inmates a month 
"About 75 per cent of them now have jobs.” 
said Mrs Mills. 


Daisley. the professor-turned-inmate-tumed- 
caseworker, doesn't sound too hopeful about 
improving the environment at the jail. 


"You'd just about have to tear it down and 
start all over,” he said But there was hope 
when he talked about helping the men get jobs 
and return to society. 


"We owe him that,” he said. "But once he has 
it, it is his responsibility to keep it.”
